AN AcT TO CHANGE THE FISCAL YEAR IN THE CITY OF 
PORTSMOUTH. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court convened : 


SECTION I. That the fiscal year in the city of Portsmouth shall 
expire on the thirtieth day of September, in each year. 

SEcT. 2. That the City Council of said city shall annually cause 
to be printed in pamphlet form, as is now done, in a plain and in- 
telligible manner, a full statement of the financial condition of the said 
city, and cause the same to be circulated on or before the fifteenth 
day of November, in each year. 

SEcT. 3. This act shall take effect from and after its passage.

HON. FRANK JONES, MAYOR, 


AT THE 
ORGANIZATION OF THE CITY COUNCIL, 
¥ JANUARY 7, 1868, 
GENTLEMEN : — As we are entering upon the duties of the 


offices to which we have been elected, I comply with the estab- 
lished custom of speaking to you briefly of some of the subjects 
which must occupy our attention in managing the business of 
the city. As I have not been heretofore connected with the City 
Government, you will not expect me, at this time, to do more 
than to bring to your notice, in general terms, some of the mat-— 
ters of public interest which are within the observation of ayaRy. 
citizen. 

Among those to which public opinion strongly calls our atten- 
tion are, first: the Retrenchment of Expenses, and Economy 
of the public money.

Thus it appears that the debt of the City is really not far 
from $270,000. Of the funded debt, there will fall due the 
present year the sum of $24,000, and its payment must be pro- 
vided for. 

I regard the existence of a public debt as a great evil. It is 
a constant drain upon the pockets of the people ; and in case | 
of war or other emergency, must very seriously cripple us. I 
trust that you will take measures to reduce the debt as fast as 
possible. This may be done with greater rapidity, if we will 
exert ourselves to restore a proper econdmy in our annual ex- 
penses. . 

In the year 1817, two years after the close of the war with - 
England, the whole tax raised in the town, including State and 
county taxes, was only $21,493.82, being at the rate of about 
one-half per cent. on the valuation. 

In 1849, the year before the adoption of the city charter, the 
whole tax was $36,991.00, and the ratio was 78 cents on the 100 
dollars. 

In 1860 the whole tax was $57,374.96, and the ratio was 92 
cents on the 100 dollars. 

In 1867 the tax amounted to $144,798.76, and the ratio has 
_ advanced to 2 6-10 per cent. Yet the population of the city has 
increased very slowly; In 1820 it was 7827; in 1850, 9739; 
in 1860, 9305; and I think it cannot be more than 10,000 at 
the present time. In the meantime a debt has grown up which 
now amounts to about $270,000. 

This rapid increase of expenses, of the ratio of taxation, and 
of the city debt, without any corresponding increase of property, 
population or business, ought to alarm all who live in the city, 
and are interested in its prosperity. Jor taxation always falls 
most heavily on the poorer classes of the people, and on those 
least able to bear it. If real estate is taxed, the tax goes to in- 
crease the rent of those who occupy it; if goods are taxed, the 
buyer pays so much the more for them. It is the interest of all 
the people, and especially those of moderate means, (except such 
as live on the public treasury), that the taxes should be reduced 
to the lowest point consistent with the absolute necessities of the 
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city. One plain way of effecting this, is the reduction of the 
number and salaries of City Officers.

Being an increase of nearly four hundred per cent. 

I take the year 1866, because the published accounts of last 
year cover only three-quarters of the year. And I might carry 
this comparison further, but I have selected these important 
items as examples, to show that I may reasonably urge the dis- 
continuance of useless offices, and reduction of the salaries of 
the rest. I have been told that some reduction of these expenses — 
was made last year; and I trust you will be ready to continue 
to move in the same direction 

The Police force of the city is greatly larger than is needed. 
Formerly good order was well preserved in the town, with an 
occasional police, not requiring the full service of a single man : 
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and the expense was trifling. Our population and the business of 
the city have not materially increased, and the people are as or- 
derly and well disposed as ever before. I believe, therefore, that 
one Marshal, with occasional assistants is all that the city needs, 
and he and the Police Justice might be wholly paid out of fines 
and costs, without expense to the city, 

Much complaint has been made of useless arrests by the 
Police. To prevent the suspicion that such proceedings are 
commenced to add to the fees of the officers, | recommend that 
they be required to account to the city, for all they receive from 


prosecutions, including their fees for attending court as wit- . 


nesses. And I ask you to consider whether the Night Watch 
might not be made less expensive and more efficient. 

The City Solicitor costs the city about $450 the year. | recom- 
mend that this office be abolished, and that the City obtain the 
services of lawyers only when necessary, and at a price to be 
fixed by contract. 

I perceive, also, that a new officer, styled Master of the House 
of Correction, was paid last year at the rate of $100. As this 
duty properly should be performed by the Superintendent of the 
Almshouse, J recommend that the office be discontinued. 

In view of the great competition for office, and the easy na- 
ture of the services required by the city, J am convinced that 
the salaries of the officers are generally too high, and ought to 
be reduced. Some officers, such as the School Committees, serve 
the public gratuitously. In view of the honor and other proper 
personal advantages of the public service, it is my opinion we 
ought patriotically to return towards the old system under which 
the business of the town was principally directed by competent 
men without pay; and that the salaries of the subordinate offi- 
cers ought to be reduced. 1 propose that the Mayor’s salary 
be lowered to $300, and that the others be limited in similar 
proportion. 

The public will expect, in view of our great debt and heavy 
taxes, that the most careful economy shall be observed in all 
the expenses of the city; and to this end 1 recommend that 
great care be taken both in appropriating and expending money. 
And I urge you to avoid all expenditures which are not author- 


>. 
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ized by law. The list of “‘ contingent expenses” has increased 
from $3,015.91 in 1849, to $11,512.80 in 1866, and it was 
$9,255.71 in only nine months of last year. Many of the items 
which pass in this account will not bear the test-of legal exam- 
ination. Our official oaths and personal security require us to 
avoid such uses of the public money. 

I am more strongly induced to urge a careful and economical 
administration of the public money, that we may have means to 
make the useful departments of the city organization efficient, 
and that its charitable institutions may be better supported. 

Your Fire Department is, I am told, well organized and well 
managed, and the apparatus is said to be well kept and in very 
good order. The protection of the community against the ter- 
rible calamity of fire is a matter of public duty. And it is wise 
economy to provide liberally for those who devote themselves to 
the labors and exposures of this Department. I trust that you 
will take all prudent measures to maintain it in its highest ef 
ficiency. The reservoir now being constructed at the foot of 
Brewster Street, and a similar one to be located at the South 
End, to be supplied with water from the Mill Ponds, will be of 
great use, as our present supply of water is limited. 

The Poor whom the Almighty has left to our charities, ought 
to be fully and liberally provided for. The laws of the State, 
and our best feelings as men and as Christians, impose this duty ~ 
upon us. Yet it seems to me that there is room for inquiry 
whether, by better management, the burden upon the public 
may not be diminished, without depriving the Poor of any of 
their comforts. The expense to the City of supporting the Poor 
in 1866, was $9085.55, in addition to the products of the City 
Farm, consumed in the Almshouse. In 1860 the expense was 
only $2718.95, and it will be found that the charges of this 
‘ Department have since that time regularly and rapidly in- 
creased. 3 

Beside the expenses at the Almshouse, I observe that the large 
sum of $4948.21 was paid in 1866 for Out Door Pensioners. It 
seems to me that this system of disbursement is liable to abuse, 
and I desire that it may receive careful examination and revision. 

I believe that the present Superintendent of the Almshouse. 
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has performed his duties satisfactorily ; and I find his depart- 
ment in excellent order. In recommending that the office of 
Master of the House of Correction be abolishads I wish to take 
nothing from the pay which the Baperintendanty ought fairly to 
receive. But I object to the multiplication of offices, which are 
so many leaks in the Treasury, difficult to be stopped when once 
established. 

The cost of the Insane poor at the State Asylum in the first 
nine months of last year, was $2048.74, — $384.20 more than 
the cost of about the same number of persons in the whole of 
the preceding year. It is worth consideration whether we can- 
not+more prudently provide for at least a part of those unfor- 
nate persons at home. 

Our Schools, I trust, will be liberally supported. I regard the 
money that is judiciously expended in the education of the peo- 
ple, as the best investment that a free community can make. 
And that our Schools may be such that the children of the rich 
and the poor may meet and be brought up together, should be 
the desire of every man who loves a Republican Government, — ~ 
who desires the business prosperity which must attend an edu- 
cated people, and who looks for the best means to diminish 
pauperism and crime. <A new law of the State has abolished the 
School Districts in this city, and placed all the schools in the 
charge of one very large Committee, chosen on the day of the 
Municipal election. I have doubts whether this will be found to 
be any improvement upon the old system; and I fear that it is 
calculated to introduce the heats and prejudices of the political 
parties into the management of the schools. But I hope that 
your prudence, and that of the committee elected, will avoid 
this danger, and that the schools will be faithfully directed with 
a view only to their greatest usefulness and best management ; 
and that it will be remembered that they belong to no party, 
and can be dangerous only to that which is wrong, illiberal or 
unjust; and that every attempt to shape them to partisan pur- 
poses, must injure the schools, and in the end damage those who 
undertake it. 

I am happy to be able to congratulate you, gentlemen, that in 
many respect the City, whose government you are to administer, 
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is in a prosperous condition. The streets are principally in good 
repair, and have been well managed by the Street Commissioner. 
The public buildings and school-houses, though not all that we 
could desire, are substantially sufficient; an increase or altera- 
tion should not, in our present financial condition, be entered 
upon without great caution. 

The private dwellings of’our citizens are generally comfortable 
and in good order. But our wharves and harbor are compara- 
tively idle, and the business of the town cannot be said to be 
prosperous. Yet our population is honest, industrious and econ- 
omical; and I trust that all who are capable of labor will find 
the means of a comfortable support. ‘ 

Gentlemen, without regard to the differences that may exist 
among us as to parties or creeds, let us devote ourselves to the 
duties of our respective offices, with an earnest desire to do only 
that which is best for the City; and with a fixed resolution to 
discountenance the schemes of all who may attempt to apply the 
public money to their private advantage. The City and its 
money belong to no party, and the administration of them ought 
not to be perverted for the benefit of any party, sect or individual. 
I hope and trust that no member of the City Government has 
any private or personal ends to serve, at the expense of the City ; 
and that no one will seek to apply the taxes taken from the hard 
earned money of the people, to any purpose which the law and 
the good of the public do not justify. 

By the passage of recent ordinances, the attempt has bese 
made to diminish the power of the Mayor, and thereby release 
him of much responsibility. But these acts if valid, only transfer 
those powers and duties to you; and you must account to the 
people for the performance of your trust. 

Gentlemen, if we discharge our trust faithfully, we shall 
secure not only the approbation of the public, but, what is better, 
the approval of our own consciences.

ANNUAL REPORT 


Chet Enginect of the Hire Department, 


DECEMBER 31, 1867, 


To the Hon. Mayor and Aldermen : 


GENTLEMEN: In compliance with Sec. 3, Ordinance No. 12, 
l respectfully present this report of the condition of the fire 
department, the amount of property belonging to the City 
under my charge, a list of reservoirs and wells with their loca- 
tion, and a statement of the fires and alarms which have occurred 
during the year. 

The several companies in the department are full of active 
and reliable members, who are always ready and willing to do 
their duty. | 
_ The engine houses are in very good condition, except that 
occupied by Steamer No. 1, the floor of which is not firm enough 
for the weight of such machine, the plastering is very much 
cracked by the jarring of the engine and horses coming into 
the house. , 

The engines are in good working order. 

The steamer’s hose is in very good condition. 

The hose belonging to the hand engines, as a general thing, is 
not reliable; I think, for the interest of our city, we should 
have one more steam fire engine added to the department; as 
we are now situated we should have one immediately, or some 
new hose for our hand engines; as that used by them is very 
old, and cannot be relied upon with any degree of safety, and it 
costs quite as much to keep it in repair as it is worth. 

Under these circumstances I would recommend to your Hon- 
orable Body, the purchase of a second class steam fire engine, 
for the reason that I think it more efficient for our city than a 
heavy first class steamer. A number of cities are doing away 
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with their heavy machines, and substituting second and even 
third class, instead; Another reason is that it is not safe to have 
either of our steam engines up for repairs now, if they should 
need it. 

In case another is procured we can dispense with two of our 
hand engines, thereby reducing the department very materially. 

I would also recommend the purchasing of one thousand feet 
of patent combination hose, as it has stood the most severe tests 
by steam fire engines, of any hose that has ever been made; it 
does not cost as much as No. 1, leather hose, besides there is no 
labor or expense of oiling to preserve and make it pliable. As 
it is seamless, it is lighter and much more compact on the 
carriage than hose that is riveted. It has stood a water pressure 
of three hundred pounds to the square inch without leaking or 
sweating in the least, and it is not so liable to freeze. 

A plan was submitted to the City Government for a tender 
to supply the steamers with water and coal. I think it was 
approved by them, and I think it would-be a very useful addi- 
tion to our department.

This is a first class machine, yet as we are dependent on the street de- 
partment for horses, we labor under great disadvantages, as the horses are 
never worked together only when on the engine, they do not work well, 
and as the city cannot afford to keep horses for the fire department ex- 
clusively, I think a second class machine run by hand, is more to be de- 
pended upon than one drawn by horses.
